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House GOPcampaign aim taigeted by 'unknown entity 1 in 2018 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Iho li¬ 
sa nds of emails we re stolen 
from aides to the National 
Republican Congression¬ 
al Committee during the 
2018 midterm campaign, 
a major breach exposing 
vulnerabilities that have 
kept cybersecurity experts 
on edge since the 2016 
presidential race. 

The email accounts were 
compromised during a se¬ 
ries of intrusions that had 
been spread over several 
months and discovered in 
April, a person fa miliar with 
the matter told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. At least four 
different party aides had 
their emails surveyed by 
hackers, said the person, 
who was not authorized to 
discuss the details publicly 
and spoke on condition of 
anonymity.

Mark Dimondstein, presi¬ 
dent of the American Post¬

non-essential mail. 

Another recommendation 
would be to clearly define 
the Postal Service's "Uni¬ 
versal Service Obligations," 
which would spell out the 
types of mail and pack¬ 
ages forwhich a strong ra¬ 
tionale existed for govern¬ 
ment support of deliveries 
The report said that be¬ 
tween 2007 and 2018, the 
Postal Service had experi¬ 
enced net losses totaling 
$69 billion, with the Postal 
Service expected to lose 
tens of billions of dollars 
overthe nextdecade. 

'The USPS's business mod¬ 
el — including its gover¬ 
nance, product pricing, 
cost allocation and labor 
practices — must be up¬ 
dated in light of its current 
operating realities," the re¬ 
port said. 

Last month, the Postal Ser¬ 
vice reported a financial 
loss for the 12th straight 
year, citing declines in 
mail volume and the costs 
of its pension and health 
care obligations. Brennan 
said then that Congress 
needed to give the Postal 
Service more flexibility to 
increase pricesso itcan re¬

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

task force created by 
President Donald Trump to 
evaluate ways to stem bil¬ 
lions of dollars in losses at 
the U.S. Postal Service sug¬ 
gested a range of options 
Tuesday, including propos¬ 
als that could significantly 
boost the cost of sending 
non-essential mail. 

The report recommended 
that the Postal Service de¬ 
velop a new pricing model 
that would remove current 
price caps and charge 
market-based prices for 
mail and packages that 
were not deemed to be 
"essential postal services." 
That recommendation 
could raise costs for Ama¬ 
zon and other major busi¬ 
nesses that are currently

using the Postal Service to 
supplement their delivery 
operations. 

Treasury Secretary Steven 
Mnuchin said the report 
"contains achievable rec¬ 
ommendations." 

'The USPSison an unsustain¬ 
able financial path which 
poses significant financial 
risk to American taxpayers," 
Mnuchin said in a state¬ 
ment. 

He said the task force re¬ 
view ordered by Trump last 
April had produced rec¬ 
ommendations that would 
'fulfillthe president'sgoalof 
placing the USPSon a path 
to sustainability." 

The president ordered cre¬ 
ation of the task force, 
which was overseen by 
Mnuchin, last April after 
complaining that the Post¬ 
al Service was not charg¬ 
ing big users like Amazon 
enough to handle its ship¬ 
ments 

'Only fools, or worse, are 
saying that our money los¬ 
ing Post Office makes mon¬ 
ey with Amazon," Trump 
tweeted in April. 

Since taking office, Trump 


has often criticized Ama¬ 
zon and the head of the 
company, Jeff Bezos, who 
also owns The Washington 
Post. 

The report found that the 
Postal Service is not cor¬ 
rectly assessing the costs it 
incurs in delivering packag- 
esforcompanies like Ama¬ 
zon, but it did not make a 
finding that it was losing 
money in its dealings with 
Amazon. 

Online retailers Amazon 
and eBay participated in 
the report, according to the 
taskforce. In a statement, 
eBaysaid itisa "long stand¬ 
ing partner of the United 
States Postal Service" and 
its "small business sellers rely 
on USPSto reach their cus¬ 
tomers." Amazon did not 
immediately respond to a 
request for comment. 
PostmasterGeneral Megan 
Brennan said in a statement 
that the focus needs to be 
on achieving the legislative 
and regulatory reformsthat 
are urgently needed to re¬ 
duce costs and allow the 
Postal Service to 'function

The committee said an 
"unknown entity" was be¬ 
hind the hack but provided 
few other details. A cyber¬ 
security firm and the FBI 
have been investigating 
the matter, the committee 
said. The FBI declined to 
comment. 

Politically motivated cy¬ 
berespionage is common¬ 
place across the world, but 
Americans have become 
particularly alert to the pos¬ 
sibility of d ig ita I inte rfe re nc e 
since Russia's meddling 
in the 2016 election. Ihe 
theft of Democrats' emails 
is still fresh in the minds of 
many political operatives 
and lawmakers, who have 
stepped up defensive 
measures but still struggle 
to protect themselves. 
Foreign spies routinely try 
to hack into politicians' 
emails to gain insight, ferret 
out weaknesses and win a 
diplomatic edge. But hack¬ 
ers often launch sweeping 
spear-phishing campaigns 
to gain access to a variety 
accounts — with no politi¬ 
cal motivation. With no im¬ 
mediate suspects and few 
technical details, it's un- 
clearwhatthe significance 
of this latest incursion is 
In August, the Democrat¬ 
ic National Committee 
thought it had thwarted 
an attempt to break into its 
massive voter database — 
but the effort turned out to 
be unauthorized test that 
mimicked what an attack 
would look like. 

CrowdStrike, a California- 
based cybersecurity com¬ 
pany, said Tuesday the 
NRCC asked the company 
in April to "perform an in¬ 
vestigation related to un¬ 
authorized access" to the 
committee's emails. Before 


that, the company had 
been helping the com¬ 
mittee protect its internal 
corporate network, which 
wasn't compromised. 

'The cybersecurity of the 
committee's data is para¬ 
mount, and upon learning 
of the intrusion, the NRCC 
immediately launched an 
internal investigation and 
notified the FBI, which is 
now investigating the mat¬ 
ter," the committee said in 
a statement. The hack was 
first reported by Politico. 
Earlier this year, NRCC 
Chairman Steve Stivers said 
the committee — which 
raises money to support 
Republican candidates 
for the House — hired mul¬ 
tiple cybersecurity staffers 
to work with its candidates 
and promised to do more. 
'We're starting to advise 
campaigns, but we're not 
readyto roll the whole thing 
out. We're working on it," 
Stivers said in March. 'We're 
working on the technology- 
based stuff to try a nd ma ke 
sure that we know what's 
out there — which is hard, 
too — and then we try to 
defend against it the best 
we can." 

During the 2016presidential 
campaign, Russian state- 
aligned hackers organized 
the leak of more than 
150,000 emails stolen from 
more than a dozen Demo¬ 
crats The FBI later said that 
the Russians had targeted 
more than 300 people affili¬ 
ated with the Hillary Clinton 
campaign and otherDem- 
0 c ra tic institutio ns 0 ve r the 
course of the presidential 
contest.

Mueller is now investigat¬ 
ing the whether people

WikiLeaks' plans. 

U.S. officials have ex¬ 
pressed concern about 
foreign interference in U.S. 
elections. This weekend, 
Defense SecretaryJ im Mat- 
tis accused Russia of trying 
to "muck around" in the 
November midterm elec¬ 
tions Mattis did not offer 
specifics and would not 


elaborate. In October, the 
Justice Department un¬ 
sealed criminal charges 
detailing a yearlong effort

DEIROIT(AP) — Flint offic ia Is 
said Tuesday they are a 
year ahead of schedule in 
tackling a court-mandated 
orderto deal with lead ser¬ 
vice lines as the Michigan 
city recovers from its con¬ 
taminated water crisis, but 
an environmental group 
that sued to make chang¬ 
es disputes the accom¬ 
plishment. 

The city said it's checked 
more than 18,000 service 
lines, and replaced 7,700. 
Mayor Karen Weaver said 
at a news conference 
there are between 10,000 
and 12,000 more to check 
and officials have dealt 
with those deemed the 
highest priority. 

Weaver said 'this is a huge 
step toward "Flint's efforts to 
move 'Tram crisis to recov¬ 
ery,"though she cautioned 
residents to keep drinking 
bottled or filtered water 
until all construction work is 
done and tests have been 
completed. 

"Getting the poison out — 
that was my first priority," 
Weaversaid. 

The Natural Resources De¬ 
fense Council, which ispart 
of a lawsuit overthe lead is¬ 
sue, says the city hasn't pri¬ 
oritized homesmost likely to

have lead and galvanized 
steel pipes. It adds thou¬ 
sands of the excavated 
pipes have been copper. 
A landmark legal settle¬ 
ment reached early last 
year calls for fully removing 
the lead pipes by the end 
of next year. 

'The city has announced it 
has dug 18,000 holes in the 
city of Flint, but it has not 
replaced all the lead and 
galvanized pipes," NRDC 
a tto mey Sa ra h Ta lima n to Id 
The Associated Press. 'The 
city is in violation of the ... 
settlement." 

The environmental group 
and others who sued have 
previously accused Flint of 
ignoring requirements that 
allow monitoring of wheth- 
erthe court-ordered deal is 
being followed. 

Flint ran into extraordinary 
trouble when emergency 
managers appointed by 
Gov. Rick Snyder put the 
city on water from the Flint 
River in 2014 while a pipe¬ 
line was being built to Lake 
Huron. The corrosive water 
was not properly treated 
due to an incorrect reading 
of federal regulations by 
state regulators, and lead 
leached from old plumb¬ 
ing into homes and led to 
elevated levels of the toxin 
in children.Q

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The search for people un¬ 
accounted for after the 
deadliest U.S. wildfire in at 
least a century is winding 
down in Northern Califor¬ 
nia, with just 11 names left 
on a fluctuating list that 
once approached 1,300 
and prompted fears that 
hundreds had died in the 
fla mes 

Ihe declining number re¬ 
leased late Monday came 
as a relief in the Paradise 
area as it reels from the 
wildfire that killed at least 
85 people and destroyed 
nea rly 14,000 homes 
Families, friends and even 
long-ago acquaintances 
have been peppering so¬ 
cial media with pleas for 
help finding people. Some¬ 
times they had no more 
than a first name to work 
with. 

Authorities now say they 
have located more than 
3,100 people who had 
been reported asunreach- 
able at some point during 
the catastrophe. 

"I think that's a pretty re¬ 
markable number at this 
point," Butte County Sheriff 
Kory Honea said. 

He also has revised the 
death toll down to 85 from 
88, saying medical exam¬ 
iners determined several 
bags of human remains 
were duplicates. 

Ihe Associated Press has 
been scouring the list of 
people unaccounted 
for and found duplicate 
names, misspellings and 
people who don't appear 
to exist. 

People who were previ¬ 
ously identified as dead or 
alive by family or friends 


have at times reappeared 
on the list. 

The list of names released 
each day frustrated those 
looking forpeople and baf¬ 
fled residentswhose names 
appeared even though 
they weren't missing. 

Honea repeatedly said he 
released the list — no mat¬ 
ter how long at times — to 
reach those who may not 
know people were looking 
forthem. 

He said it was never intend¬ 
ed to be a definitive ac¬ 
count of people who were 
missing or possibly dead. 
The AP located several 
people, including a couple 


who had decamped from 
the fire zone area fora pre¬ 
viously planned vacation in 
Hawaii. 

Patrick Holden and Nancy 
Bames fled their Paradise 
home at the same time 
as most of their neighbors. 
They spent five terrifying 
hours on Nov. 8 making the 
normally 30-minute drive to 
nearby Chico. 

The next day, they identi¬ 
fied themselves as safe 
through Facebook, alert¬ 
ed their friends and then, 
realizing that their home 
was burned to the ground, 
headed to Hawaii for their 
vacation. 


Holden was stunned to see 
his name pop up on the list 
two weeks after the disas¬ 
ter. The couple appeared 
on a list released Sunday as 
"Patrick and Nancy Holton" 
of Paradise. 

"Everybody in the car club, 
the bridge club and the 
Paradise Newcomers Club 
knew we were OK," Holden 
said Monday from his time- 
share in Maui. "I don't know 
how we got on the list now." 
His daughter Amanda Lun¬ 
sford said a formerco-work- 
erof her father might have 
added him. Holden said 
he hasn't called the Butte 
County She riff's Office to let 


them know a bout the error, 
because they're busy. 

"I think they have enough 
calls coming in," he said. "I 
have a lotof respectforthe 
sheriff's office." 

The uncertainty continues 
for Lita Siebenthal, whose 
sister re mains on the list. She 
said she's spoken to nine 
different detectives and 
been asked to repeat infor¬ 
mation she's already told 
otherinvestigators. 

She said a relative has pro¬ 
vided a DNA sample to 
compare to human remains 
but is still holding onto hope 
that Sara Martinez-Fabila 
will be found a live."It's an 
organized chaos up there," 
Siebenthal said. "I would 
think by now we would be 
a little furtheralong." 

Phil John, chairman of the 
region's wildfire prepared¬ 
ness organization who 
helped draft the evacua¬ 
tion plan for Paradise, said 
the lower-than-expected 
death toll isa "miracle." 

In a push for order, the 
organization had called 
for staggered exits and a 
warning system that re¬ 
quired residents to sign up 
for ale rts. 

Still, there were traffic jams 
when the fire sweptthrough 
town, but John believes 
the death toll would have 
been much higher without 
the plan. 

Councilman Mike Zucco- 
lillo said he was surprised 
that the death toll was not 
higher. 

He said most residents re¬ 
ceived no official notifica¬ 
tion and got away safely 
because of warnings from 
neighborsand family. Now, 
the city has a long way to 
go to recover and faces 
significant financial hurdles 
in rebuilding, he saidO

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — Should 
hateful tweets keep you 
from getting a gun? 

That's a question many 
have asked after suspects 
in several horrific mass 
shootings were found only 
laterto have left social me¬ 
dia hints of violence that 
went unheeded for years. 
Now a New York lawmaker 
has introduced a bill that 
would require police to 
scrutinize the social me¬ 
dia and online searches 
of handgun license appli¬ 
cants, and disqualify those 
who publish violent or hate- 
filled posts. 

"We certainly want to make 
sure we're putting weap- 
o ns in the ha nd s of the rig ht 


people and keeping them 
out of the hands of the 
wrong people," said state 
Sen. Kevin Parker, a Brook¬ 
lyn Democrat who added 
he was inspired to act after 
the Pittsburgh synagogue 
shooting suspect left social 
media rantsthatjewswere 
"children of Satan." 
Free-speech watchdogs 
and even some gun-control 
advocates have already 
raised concerns about the 
bill, which would require 
handgun applicants to turn 
over login information to 
allow investigators to look 
at three years' worth of 
Facebook, Snapchat, Twit¬ 
ter and Instag ram posts. 
Google, Yahoo and Bing 
searches over the previ¬ 
ous year also would be 


checked. 

Licenses could be denied 
if investigators uncover 
threats of violence or ter¬ 
rorism or the use of racial or 
ethnic slurs. 

Parkeris bill comes as peo¬ 
ple are increasingly wary 
about their online lives 
being tracked. But social 
postings are commonly 
checked by everyone from 
human resource workers 
to police officers. A sur¬ 
vey of more than 550 po¬ 
lice departments several 
years ago by the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Chiefs 
of Police found more than 
half use social media for 
listening or monitoring and 
three-quarters of them use 
it for intelligence. 

While the prospects of

Parker's bill passing are un¬ 
certain, he has already 
succeeded at one of his 
goals of creating 'fodder 
for discussion," including 
pushback. 

Tom King, president of New 
York State Rifle and Pis¬ 
tol Association, the state's 
NRA affiliate, said the bill

ment" free speech rights 
At the American Tactical 
Systems gun range, a short 
drive from New York'sCapi- 
tol, gun owners called the 
proposal unnecessary and 
intrusive.

David Pucino, a staff at¬ 
torney at the Giffords Law 
Center to Prevent Gun Vio¬ 
lence, said that while he 
shared the legislatorisgoals, 
he thought there were bet¬ 
ter alternatives, such asan- 
other bill that would create 
a court order of protection 
to bar people considered 
dangerous from possessing 
or buying guns. 

Civil rights attorney Nor¬ 
ma n Siegel said he believes 
bill language directing 
police to consider "com¬ 
monly known profane slurs 
or biased language" is too 
broad to pass constitution¬ 
al muster. 

"A person could be preju¬ 
diced," Siegel said. 'That 
doesn't mean he's not en¬ 
titled to his Second Amend¬ 
ment right." 

On a practical level, the 
measure would mean more 
work for police in New York 
who already check the 
criminal and mental health 
histories of handgun license 
applicants. 

Albany County Sheriff 
Craig Apple, whose de¬ 
partment processes a few 
hundred applications ev¬ 
ery year, said "it'sdefinitely 
going to bog things down 
a bit" in a licensing process 
that already can take from 
120 days to a yearto com¬ 
plete. Parker countered 
that states have the au¬ 
thority to limit hand gun use 
for public safety. "If you're 
afraid of your personal pri¬ 
vacy," he said. "Don'tapply 
fora handgun license.'□

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

U.S. appeals court struck 
down a federal immigra¬ 
tion law Tuesday that op¬ 
ponents warned could be 
used to criminalize a wide 
range of statements involv¬ 
ing illegal immigration. 

Ihe law made ita felonyfor 
people to encourage an 
immigrant to enter or live 
in the U.S. if they know the 
person would be doing so 
illegally. 

The law violates the First 
Amendment because 
it criminalizes a substan¬ 
tial amount of protected 
speech, a three-judge 
panel of the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals said. 

Ihe statute, for example, 
would make it illegal fora 
grandmother to urge her 
grandson to ignore limitson 


hisvisa by encouraging him 
to stay in the U.S., J udge A. 
Wallace Tashima said. 

In addition, a speech ad¬ 
dressed to a crowd that 
encouraged everyone in 
the country illegally to stay 
here could also lead to a 
criminal prosecution, Tashi¬ 
ma said. 

'Criminalizing expression 
like this threatens almost 
anyone willing to weigh in 
on the debate," he said. 

A message to the Justice 
Department was not imme¬ 
diately returned. 

Attorneys for the govern¬ 
ment argued that the law 
only prohibited conduct 
and a very narrow band of 
speech that was not pro¬ 
tected by the U.S. Consti¬ 
tution. Ihey also said it had 
not been used against "ef¬ 
forts to persuade, expres¬ 


sions of moral support, or 
abstract advocacy regard¬ 
ing immigration." 

"fhe law preceded the 
Trump administration, but 
it posed a greater threat 
now given the administra¬ 
tion's hard line on immigra¬ 
tion, said Kari Hong, who 
teachesimmigration law at 
Boston College Law School. 
Hong co-authored a brief 
in the case that encour¬ 
aged the 9th Circuit to ap¬ 
ply the law narrowly. She 
said in a phone interview 
on Tuesday that the law 
was a danger to attorneys 
advising immigrants about 
how to obtain legal resi¬ 
dency and public officials 
who promote so-called 
sanctuary policies that limit 
cooperation with federal 
immigration authorities. 
'What this decision does is 


make clearthatstatements 
of encouragement that im¬ 
migrants are welcome will 
not be subject to criminal 
prosecution,"she said. 

The ruling came in the case 
of an immigration consul¬ 
tant in San Jose, Evelyn 
Sineneng-Smith, who was 
convicted of fraud after 
prosecutors said she falsely 
told immigrants they could 
obtain permanent residen¬ 


cy under a program she 
knew had expired. 
Sineneng-Smith was also 
convicted of two counts 
of encouraging or induc¬ 
ing an immigrant to remain 
in the country for financial 
gain. Sineneng-Smith ap¬ 
pealed those convictions 
as unconstitutional, and 
the 9th Circuit panel in 
Tuesday's ruling overturned 
themO 


Utah patieritscan use medical pot; butconeemsstill loom

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Pa¬ 
tients can use medical 
marijuana legally in con¬ 
servative Utah aftera com¬ 
promise agreement was 
signed into law despite 
concerns from advocates 
that it's too restrictive, but 
they likely won't be able to 
buy it legally in-state until 
at least 2020, officials said 
Tuesday. 

The state will need time to 
first build up a database to 
start issuing patients med¬ 
ical-cannabis cards, and 
then begin granting licens¬ 
es for dispensaries, health 
department spokesman 
Tom Hudachko said. The 
first license fora private dis¬ 
pensary must be awarded 
by June 2020, though au¬ 
thorities a re aiming to do it 
faster. 

But people who go else¬ 
where to buy permitted 
forms of medicinal marijua¬ 
na, like cube-shaped gum- 
mies and oils, with a doc¬ 
tor's recommendation now 
have legal protections 
'We did not want them to 
be considered criminals for 
the next year or two while 
they wait for the bureau¬ 


cracy," said Connor Boy- 
ack with the group Ubertas 
Institute, who helped draft 
a legalization law passed 
by voters in November. 

Until medical cannabis 
cards become available, 
patients can carry a letter 
from their doctor recom¬ 
mending use of the drug. 
Utah Department of Public 
Safety Col. Michael Rapich 
said troopers are being in¬ 
formed that "some things 
that were a crime before 
are not a crime." He wants 
to support medical-mar¬ 
ijuana patients who fol¬ 
low the new rules, but said 
troopers will also aggres¬ 
sively enforce DUI laws and 
investigate other suspect¬ 
ed drug crimes. 

"If someone ... makes sure 
they understand what 
the rules are and they are 
following the rules, they 
should be fine," he said. 
Lawmakers passed sweep¬ 
ing changes to the law 
Monday under a com¬ 
promise deal that was ar¬ 
ranged before Election 
Day and won the support 
of the influential Mormon 
church.

Ihe worst humanitarian cri¬ 
sis is in Yemen, where the 
government and a Saudi- 
led coalition have been 
locked in a largely stale¬ 
mated war with the Iran- 
aligned Houthi rebels since 
March 2015. The fighting 
has claimed tens of thou¬ 
sands of lives and pushed 
the country to the brink of 
famine. 

Ihe executive director 
of the U.N.'s World Food 
Program, David Beasley, 
meanwhile said an upcom¬ 
ing report on hunger levels 
in Yemen will show a sharp 
increase.

PARIS (AP) — French Prime 
Minister Edouard Philippe is 
to announce a suspension 
of fuel tax hikes, a major U- 
tum in an effort to appease 


a protest movement that 
has radicalized, French me¬ 
dia reported Tuesday. 

Both Le Monde newspa¬ 
per and France Info radio 
said the planned increase, 
which has provoked riots, 


will be suspended for sev¬ 
eral months. Philippe is a Iso 
expected to announce 
other measures aimed at 
easing tensions, just three 
weeks after claiming that 
the government would 
not change course and 
remained determined to 
help wean French consum¬ 
ers off polluting fossils fuels. 
Philippe will make an an¬ 
nouncement later Tuesday 
to legislators from President 
Emmanuel Macron's party. 
There was no immediate 
comment from his office 
Tuesday morning. 

It's unlikely Philippe's an¬ 
nouncement will put an 
end to the road blockades 
and demonstrations, with 
more possible protests this 
weekend in Paris. 

"It's a first step, but we will 
notsettle fora crumb,"said 
Benjamin Cauchy, one of 


the leaders of the protests. 
After a third consecutive 
weekend of clashes in Paris 
led by protesters wearing 
distinctive yellow traffic 
vests, Philippe held crisis 
talks with representatives 
of major political pa (ties on 
Monday. He also met with 
Macron and other ministers 
in orderto find a quicksolu- 
tion to the crisis 
Facing the most serious 
street protests since his 
election in May 2017, Ma¬ 
cron has canceled a two- 
day trip to Serbia to stay in 
France this week. 

More than 100 people 
were injured in the French 
capital and 412 arrested 
over the weekend during 
France's worst urban riot in 
years, with dozens of cars 
torched. 

The protests began last 
month with motorists upset 


over the fuel tax hike and 
have grown to encompass 
a range of complaints, 
with protesters claiming 
that Macron's government 
doesn't care about the 
problems of ordinary peo¬ 
ple. 

The planned new tax was 
to increase gasoline price 
by 4 euro cents per liter 
from January next year. 
Gasoline currently costs 
about 1.42 euros a liter in 
Paris, slightly more than die¬ 
sel. Snce the movement 
kicked off on Nov. 17, three 
people have been killed 
and hundreds injured in 
clashes or accidents stem¬ 
ming from the protests

BERLIN (AP) — Hundreds of 
Holocaust survivors around 
the world marked the third 
night of Hanukkah on Tues¬ 
day, with menorah-lighting 
ceremonies paying tribute 
to them and the 6 million 
otherjewswho were killed 
by the Nazis. 

Initiated last year by the 
New York-based organiza¬ 
tion that handles claims on 
behalf of J ews persecuted 
by the Nazis, International 
Holocaust Survivors Night 
was expanded this year to 
include Moscow, a nod to 
the large number of survi¬ 
vors who live in Russia and 
other former Soviet coun¬ 
tries 

,r The sense of Hanukkah is in 
our dear veterans who are 
present here today," Rus¬ 
sia 'sChief Rabbi Berel Lazar 
said atthe ceremony in the 
Jewish Community Center 
and Synagogue in Mos¬ 
cow. 'These people have 
seen war, but never gave 
up." 

Other ceremonies were 
held in Berlin and Jerusa¬ 
lem. Ata gathering of more 
than 100 survivors at Oheb 
Shalom Congregation in 
South Orange, New Jer¬ 
sey, outside New York City, 
Hanna Keselman recalled 
being separated from her 
parents in Germany by the 
Nazis. Her mother survived 
but herfatherdied. 


"We are what is left of a 
people who were not able 
to celebrate the J ewish reli¬ 
gion because anothergov- 
emment decided that we 
were not worthy of existing, 
much less openly practic¬ 
ing our faith," the 87-year- 
old Keselman said. "It is a 
miracle, after the horrors 
we faced, that we are cel¬ 
ebrating Hanukkah today." 
New Jersey Gov. Phil Mur¬ 
phy, a former ambassador 
to Germany under former 
President Barack Obama, 


told the group thatsurvivors 
"are owed a debt by each 
of us, and from all human¬ 
ity." 

"All of us here who've lis¬ 
tened have a responsibility 
to tell your stories to suc¬ 
cessive generations," he 
added. 

Greg Schneider, executive 
vice president of the Con¬ 
ference on J ewish Material 
Claims Against Germany, 
said that more than seven 
decades after the end of 
World War II it is more criti¬ 


cal than ever to keep the 
memory of the Holocaust 
alive. 

'We owe it to you, to show 
you that we will not forget," 
he told the group of several 
dozen survivors and rela¬ 
tives in Moscow. 'The Ha¬ 
nukkah candles will serve 
as a reminder from here 
forward of the importance 
of preserving memory. We 
have rebuilt many times in 
the past; we will never for¬ 
get those lessons." 

In Berlin, several hundred 


survivors and relatives 
packed the German capi¬ 
tal's biggest Jewish com¬ 
munity center for a dinner 
of turkey and rice, washed 
down with Manischewitz 
red wine, before lighting a 
menorah on stage. 

Sara Bialas-Tenenbeng, a 
native of Czestochowa, 
Poland, who survived 4 
x h years in the Nazis' Gross 
Rosen concentration 
camp, said even though 
it was good to be among 
people with whom she had 
so much in common, the 
event was "not easy" for 
her. 

She told The Associated 
Press it brought back mem¬ 
ories of her parents, killed 
in Treblinka, a sister who 
was shot by the Germans 
and anothersisterwho sim¬ 
ply vanished. "I was just a 
child then, 13 years old, I 
knew nothing of the world 
and I'd never been away 
from my pa rents,"said Bilas- 
Tenenbeng, who turned 91 
on Tuesday and has lived in 
Germany since 1961. 

"I miss my mother always 
and even though I'm now 
old, I need my mother." 

At Jerusalem's Western

Israeli military launched an 
operation on Tuesday to 
"expose and thwart" tun¬ 
nels it says we re built by the 
Hezbollah militant group 
that stretch from Lebanon 
into northern Israel. 

"fhe military said the tunnels 
were not currently being 
used by militants and that 
its work to find and neutral¬ 
ize them was taking place 
inside Israeli territory. How¬ 
ever, the Israeli operation 
could send tensions soar¬ 
ing between Israel and its 
Iranian-backed foe, which 
have both been preoc¬ 
cupied with other conflicts 
since their last conflagra¬ 
tion more than a decade 
ago. 

'We see Hezbollah's activi¬ 
ties as a flagrant and bla¬ 
tant violation of Israeli sov- 
ereignty"and of U.N. resolu¬ 
tions, said Lt. Col J onathan 
Conricus, a military spokes¬ 
man. 'This activity isanoth- 
erexample of the negative 
effects of Iranian entrench¬ 
ment in the region." 

The military did not disc lose 
how many tunnels snake 
into Israeli territory from 
Lebanon nor what tools 
it was using to deal with 
the threat, although it said 
the operation could last 
for weeks Israel has spent 
years attempting to tackle 
a network of tunnels from 
the Gaza Strip into Israel 
and has used a variety of 
methods to destroy tunnels 
and prevent them from 
being rebuilt. A Lebanese 
military official told The As¬ 
sociated Press that Leba¬ 
nese troops and military 
intelligence agents, along 


with U.N. peacekeepers 
deployed in southern Leb¬ 
anon, were observing the 
border on Tuesday. The of¬ 
ficial, who spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity in line with 
regulations, had no further 
details Israel has been us 
ing earthmoversand other 
large machinery to build a 
ma ssive wa II a lo ng its no rth- 
em border, saying the bar¬ 
rier is needed to protect 
civilians from Hezbollah at¬ 
tacks. While the construc¬ 
tion has prompted com¬ 
plaints from the Lebanese 
army, Hezbollah has not 
responded, an indication 
it could remain restrained 
amid the new operation. 
Israel, meanwhile, gave no 
special orders to residents 
of northern Israel, signaling 
that it too was not expect¬ 
ing an immediate response 
from Hezbollah. 

The existence of the tunnels 
did notappearto have sur¬ 


prised Israel. 

Conricus said that Hezbol¬ 
lah has been developing 
an offensive plan against 
Israel that would "shift the 
battleground into Israel." 
The group would use fire¬ 
power and ground units 
and 'the surprise compo¬ 
nent of that plan was sup¬ 
posed to be tunnels that 
would allow infiltrators into 
Israel." 

He added that Israel has 
investigated the possibil¬ 
ity of underground Hezbol¬ 
lah tunnels since 2013 and 
that a taskforce has been 
searching forthemformore 
tha n two yea rs. He d id not 
explain why the operation 
waslaunched now. 
OnTuesday, bulldozensand 
military vehicles were seen 
operating near the pasto¬ 
ral Israeli border town of 
Metula. Residents of the 
area told Israeli media they 
had been hearing digging 


noises for years and had 
reported their suspicions to 
the milita ry. 

There was no immediate 
comment from Hezbollah. 
Its Al-Manar TV quoted Is¬ 
raeli media report on the 
operation. 

An official from the so- 
called "Axis of Resistance" 

— a grouping led by Iran 
and made up of Syrian offi¬ 
cials, Iraq Shiite militias, He¬ 
zbollah and other groups 

— said Hezbollah fighters 
were "on high alert to con- 
frontany possible Israeli ag¬ 
gression."The official spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because he wasnotautho- 
rized to discuss the group's 
military activities with the 
media. 

Malene Jensen, spokes¬ 
woman for the U.N. force 
in Lebanon known as UNI- 
FIL, said the situation in the 
peacekeepers' "area of 
operation remains calm" 


and that they are in touch 
with all relevant parties to 
make sure calm and stabil¬ 
ity is maintained. 

Israel and Hezbollah fought 
a month-long war in 2006 
that ended in a stalemate. 
Israel's border with Leba¬ 
non has been relatively 
quiet in the years since, 
but Israel has continued to 
identify the Shiite militant 
group and its expanding 
weapons cache of tens of 
thousands of rockets as a 
majorthreat. 

The Israeli operation began 
hours after Israeli Prime Min¬ 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu 
held a snap trip to Brus¬ 
sels to meet U.S. Secretary 
of State Mike Pompeo in 
which the two discussed 
"ways to halt together Ira¬ 
nian aggression in the re¬ 
gion,"including in Lebanon. 
Israel has long voiced con¬ 
cern about Iran's growing 
military presence along its 
northern border, warning 
of an Iranian corridor that 
could assist in the trans¬ 
fer of weapons to Hezbol¬ 
lah. Israel has generally 
refrained from engaging 
in Syria's civil war, though 
it has earned out scores of 
ainstrikes against what Is¬ 
rael says were Iranian ship¬ 
ments of advanced weap¬ 
ons bound for Hezbollah. 
The operation comesweeks 
after Netanyahu faced a 
major crisis in his governing 
coalition over the handling 
of a cease-fire with Gaza 
militants. Amid the crisis he 
took on the defense portfo¬ 
lio from his resigning minis- 
terand promised to pursue 
a hard line against Israel's 
enemies during what he 
described as a "complex"

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Cambodia mulls law to restore opposition politicians 1 rights

(AP) — Cambodia's par¬ 
liament will consider legis¬ 
lation to allow politicians 
banned from political ac¬ 
tivity to have the ban lifted, 
a measure that long-serv¬ 
ing Prime Minister Hun Sen's 
government is touting as a 
step 'to strengthen democ- 
racyand political space." 
The move, announced late 
Monday by the assembly's 
secretariat, ostensibly holds 
out an olive branch to the 
118 top members of the 
opposition Cambodia Na¬ 
tional Rescue Party banned 
from political activity for 
five years. Their party was 
dissolved bycourtorderlast 
year in what was seen as a 
tactic to ensure a victory 
by Hun Sen's ruling Cambo¬ 
dian People's Party in this 
pastj uly'sgeneral election. 
Under the proposed leg¬ 
islation, the ban could be 
lifted by Cambodia's con¬ 
stitutional monarch on ap¬ 
plication by the prime min¬ 
ister on advice of the inte¬ 
rior minister. 

It's also an effort by the 
government to patch up 
relations with Western na¬ 
tions critical of the elec¬ 


tion, which they judged 
to be neither free nor fair. 
The United States and Eu¬ 
ropean nations imposed 
diplomatic sanctions and 
threaten economic punish¬ 
ments in response to what 
they considera lack of de¬ 
mocracy and limitationson 
human rights In addition 
to shutting down the sole 
credible opposition party, 
virtually all media outlets 
critical of the government 
were forced to close. 

Hun Sen, who has held 
power for more than three 
decades, has a history of 
cracking down hard on his 
foeswhen he ischallenged, 
then easing up when those 
he finds a threat have 
been politically neutered. 
He has denied that recent 
pardons and releases are 
due to international pres¬ 
sure, which increased after 
the controversial election. 
Manyofthe banned oppo¬ 
sition politicians fled Cam¬ 
bodian in fearof arrest, and 
restoration of their political 
rights alone would appear 
to leave them in the politi¬ 
cal wilderness, asthe Cam¬ 
bodian People's Party holds 
all 125 seats in the National 
Assembly. There are no 


guarantees that new legal 
actionswould not be taken 
against them in the courts, 
which are generally seen 
as being underthe govern¬ 
ment's influence. 

Since the election, Hun 
Sen's government has 
made a series of gestures 
in an effort to burnish its 
reputation. These include 
the freeing, either on bail 


orasa result of pardons, of 
political prisoners, includ¬ 
ing the head of the oppo¬ 
sition Cambodia National 
Rescue Party, Kem Sokha, 
who waschanged last year 
with treason on the ba¬ 
sis of flimsy evidence. He 
is now being held under 
tight house arrest. In Octo¬ 
ber, Hun Sen said he had 
agreed to the resumption 


of U.S. military-led missions 
to search forthe remains of 
America ns missing inaction 
during the Vietnam War, 
following an appeal from 
two U.S. state lawmakers. 
The long-running program 
wassuspended a yearago 
after the U.S. government 
stopped issuing visas to se¬ 
nior Cambodian Foreign 
Ministry officials and their 
fa milies. The tit-for-tat move 
came amid sharply dete¬ 
riorating relations between 
the two countries. 

A statement issued Mon¬ 
day by the Foreign Affairs 
Ministry listed the legisla¬ 
tion that could cut short 
political bans as one of 
several examples of how 
the government was seek¬ 
ing 'to improve the political 
climate and democratic 
space forthe citizens to ex¬ 
ercise their legitimate rights 
and freedoms in the spirit of 
national reconciliation."

Honduras mother waits 8 yea is for lost migrant son to return

SAN PEDRO SULA, Honduras 
(AP) — Haydee Posadas 
had waited eight years for 
herson to come home. On 
the last night of her long 
vigil, she was too agitated 
to sleep. 

Herson had fled Honduras 
forthe United States in 2010, 
in part because of gang 
threats, just as thousands 
are doing today in mi¬ 
grant caravans, including 
men from the same neigh¬ 
borhood. But en route in 
Mexico, again like so many 
others, Wilmer Nunez disap- 
pea red into the vortex of 
drug violence that he was 
trying to escape in the first 
place, leaving Posadas in 
limbo. 

"I know nothing about my 
son, whether he's dead or 
alive," she pleaded with 
God through the years. 

In the pastfouryearsalone, 
almost 4,000 migrants have 
died orgone missing along 
the route through Mexico 
to the U.S., The Associated 
Press ha sfound. That's 1,573 
more than the previously 
known number, calculated 
by the United Nations, and 
even the AP's estimate is 
likely low. These migrants 
are among about 56,800 
worldwide who died ordis- 
appeared over the same 
period, the AP found. 

When Posadaslost herfac- 
tory job in the 1990s, Nunez 
left forthe U.S. He sent mon¬ 
ey home, and called his 
mother almost every day. 
He wasdeported twice but 
returned. 

In 2007, he had a child, 
Dachell, with a Mexican 
woman, Maria Esther Lo¬ 
zano, now 38. In J uly 2010, 
Nunezwasdeported a third 
time. This time, his Ciudad 
Planeta neighborhood in 
San Pedro Sula wasso dan¬ 
gerous that Nunez barely 
went outside the home. 

"He seemed very pen¬ 
sive," said Posadas, 73. '"I'm 
afraid,' he told me." 

After just a few days and 
an apparent threat from 
gang members, he leftear- 
lierthan planned. 

"I have to get out of here 
now," he told Lozano, with¬ 
out further exp la nation. 
Nunez, hisnephew and two 
neighbors struck out forthe 


Mexican border with Texas. 
Nunez, then 35, called Lo- 
za no eve ry d a y, so metimes 
from the phone of the mi¬ 
grants' smuggler. About a 
week after he left Hondu¬ 
ras, he spoke to his mother 
forthe lasttime, and then a 
day laterto Lozano. 

After that, Lozano talked 
to the smuggler a couple 
of times, who told her they 
were still waiting to cross. 
Then the phone went un¬ 
answered. 

At first Lozano and Posadas 
weren't too worried. But 
about two weeks after he 
left, when Posadas turned 
on the television news, fear 
suddenly seized her. The 
corpses of 72 migrants had 
been found on a ranch in 
Tamaulipas state, across 
the border from Texas, the 
report said. It turned out 
that they had been killed 
by gangs, and an Ecuador¬ 
ian managed to escape 
and alert authorities. 

"I started to weep like a 
crazy person. There were 
no names, but I was shak¬ 
en,"said Posadas. 

A list of victims released 
daysafterthe massacre in¬ 
cluded the namesof Posa¬ 
das' grandson and the two 
neighbors traveling with 
them. But there was no 


trace of Nunez. 

Hoping against hope, 
Posadas and Lozano tried 
jails, detention centers 
and hospitals Nothing. Lo¬ 
zano gave the Honduran 
consulate names, photos, 
and descriptions of Nunez's 
tattoos, including one of 
Dachell and anotherofthe 
number 8. She went there 
every day. 

Still nothing. 

Then they heard that the 
Ecuadorian survivor said 
another man — a Hondu¬ 
ran — also had escaped 
the massacre. But authori¬ 
ties refused to give Lozano 
any more information be¬ 
cause the man was under 
protection. 

Lozano even hired a law¬ 
yer to help relatives search 
prisons in Tamaulipas. The 
lawyer said he saw a man 
resembling Nunez in one of 
the prisons Posadas asked 
herself, "HasGod heard my 
pleas?" 

But they heard nothing 
more, and Lozano's broth- 
ersabandoned the search 
because of gang threats. 
Posadas spent nights 
awake, and days were just 
asdesperate. 

"I felt like I was falling into 
a terrible depression," she 
said. 


Had she only known it, 
Posadas could have got¬ 
ten her answer days after 
the mass killing. 

The report on the massa¬ 
cre stated that body No. 
63 was a male with tattoos, 
including "Dachell"and the 
number8. Documents note 
the finding of a Honduran 
driver's license in the name 
of Wilmer Gerardo Nunez 
Posadas, with a photo of a 
man with a moustache and 
beard. Yet nobody made 
that information public. 

In September 2013, the Ar¬ 
gentine Forensic Anthro¬ 
pology Team reached an 
agreement with Mexican 
prosecutors to identify 
more than 200 bodies from 
three massacres, including 
the one at San Fernando. 
When the Argentine team 
found out a bout Nunez's ID, 
they tried to track down the 
family, but nobody wanted 
to set foot in Pla neta. 
Through the Catholic 
Church, they found a wom¬ 
an who knew a taxi driver 
who lived in Planeta. He of¬ 
fered to leave a scrap of 
paper with a phone num¬ 
ber that Posadas could 
call in one of the neighbor¬ 
hood's oldest stores 
A neighbor brought the 
message to Posadas late 


last year. Befuddled, she 
called the number. The 
voice on the other end 
wanted to meet to talk 
about herson. 

'Today I finally have hope," 
she thought. 

When they met, the foren¬ 
sic experts told her about 
the driver's license and the 
tattoos. They arranged for 
DNA testsforherand Wilm¬ 
er Turcios Sarmiento, 18, 
thought to be Nunez's son 
from a teenage relation¬ 
ship. 

The DNA tests came back 
positive. 

"My heart hurt so much 
... most of all because of 
the death he suffered, not 
even knowing who killed 
him, with his eyes blindfold¬ 
ed, hands tied..." Posadas 
said, her voice trailing off, 
tears in her eyes. 

The DNA tests also proved 
once and fora II that Turcios 
was Nunez's son, Posadas' 
grandson. 

On Oct. 31, Wilmer Nunez 
came home to Honduras 
A forensic worker un¬ 
wrapped the cadaver. By 
now the head was just a 
skull, but on the arms some 
skin remained, along with 
tattoos. Posadas didn't 
need to see any more. Af¬ 
ter a brief wake at home, 
the family went to a small 
cemetery. 

"I am finally sure. It is him. It 
is him. I give thanks to God," 
Posadas sobbed before 
collapsing next to the cof¬ 
fin. 

Eight years and three 
months after the last hug 
from herson, Posadas says 
she feels peace forthe first 
time. 

In her prayers now, she 
asks for her grandson, who

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Ohio State coach Urban Meyerto retire after Rose Bowl

COLUMBUS* Ohio (AP) — 

Ohio State coach Urban 
M eye rabruptly announced 
his retirement Tuesday, cit¬ 
ing health reasons and a 
difficult year that included 
a three-game suspension 
over his handling of do¬ 
mestic violence allegations 
against a now-fined assis¬ 
tant coach. He will step 
down after the Rose Bowl 
on J an. 1. 

Meyer is leaving at the top 
of hiscareerafterthree na¬ 
tional championships and 
seven years at the Big Ten 
school, where he has an 
82-9 record. The 54-year- 
old Meyer has an arach¬ 
noid cyst in his brain that 
causes severe headaches, 
and had shown obvious 
effects of being in pain on 
the sideline this season. 

At a packed news confer¬ 
ence, Meyer explained 
that the headaches be¬ 
came severe last season 
during Ohio State's game 
at Penn State and have be¬ 
come a persistent problem 
this season. But he didn't 
blame only his health for 
stepping away. Meyersaid 
he believed he could no 
longer coach the way he 
has always coached, from 
the early days at Bowling 
Green to Utah, Florida and 
finally with the Buckeyes. 
'The style of coaching I've 
done for 33 years is very 
intense, very demanding. I 
tried to delegate more and 
CEO more and the product 
started to feel ...," he said, 
not finishing his thought. 
"I didn't feel I was doing 
right by our players and by 
Gene (Smith, the athletic 
director)." 

Meyer said leaving would 
have been more diffi¬ 
cult if the program wasn't 
healthy. The Buckeyes are 
12-1 after winning the Big 
Ten and, and Meyer said 
he felt good that assistant 
coach Ryan Day will take 
over as the 25th coach of 
the storied program where 
Meyer won a national title 
in 2014 after two at Florida 
(2006, 2008). 

'You want to hand it off to 
someone who could make 
it stronger," Meyersaid. 

It was Day who led the 


Buckeyes when Meyerwas 
suspended forthree games 
to start this season over his 
role in the handling of as¬ 
sistant coach Sch Smith, 
who was accused by his 
ex-wife of domestic abuse. 
Meyersaid he knew about 
the allegations against 
Smith — grandson of for¬ 
mer Ohio State coach Ear¬ 
le Bruce — but wasn't sure 
they were true and kept 
Smith on staff because no 
criminal charges were filed. 
The university cited that 
lapse in suspending Meyer 
afteran investigation. 

A report issued by an in¬ 
vestigative committee left 
a lasting stain, detailing 
behavior by Meyer that 
could have taken down a 
coach of lesser statu re. The 
investigation showed he 
tolerated bad behavior for 
years from Smith, including 
domestic-violence accu¬ 
sations, drug addiction, lies 
and other acts that directly 
clash with the valuesMeyer 
touts publicly. 

Meyer acknowledged the 
investigation was among 
the reasonsforhisdecision: 
'The decision wasthe result 
of cumulative events" 
Meyerwasasked if the sus¬ 
pension will affect his lega¬ 
cy. 

"I'm sure it will... I can lie to 
you and say it is not impor¬ 
tant to me,"he said. 

The announcement came 
as the Buckeyes begin 
preparations for the bowl 
game against Washington 
and less than three weeks 
before the early signing pe¬ 
riod, giving recruits time to 
change their minds. Meyer 
said his decision had to 
come before the Dec. 19 
signing day. 

Former players were full of 
praise for Meyer. 

"Besides my parents, you 
were one of the most influ¬ 
ential people to touch my 
life and I'm appreciative of 
that," former Buckeyes line¬ 
backer Joshua Perry wrote 
on Twitter. 

The Buckeyes' strong finish 
this season belied on-the- 
field problems that made 
for a stressful season for 
Meyer and his staff. He lost 
star defensive end Nick 
Bosa to an early season¬ 
ending injury, and the de¬ 


fense neverfully recovered. 
The team alternated ex¬ 
pected blowout wins with 
puzzling play that included 
a pair of one-point wins 
(Penn State, Maryland) 
and a closer-than-expect- 
ed win over a struggling 
Nebraska team. A startling 
blowout loss at unranked 
Purdue on Oct. 20 pushed 
Ohio State to the fringe of 
the national champion¬ 
ship chase and prompted 
questions about Meyer's 
future and he was forced 
to address speculation that 
he would step down at the 
end of the season. 

"I plan on coaching," he 
said on Oct. 29. Asked if 
he would definitely return 
to Ohio State next year, he 
answered, 'Yes." 

Ohio State followed that

If his tears that Sunday at 
Le Golf National didn't 
show that, Rahm spoke 
for just over 4 minutes and 
used 638wondsto explain.

WBC heavyweight cham¬ 
pion Deontay Wilder says 
he wants a rematch with 
Tyson Fury "ASAP." 

Wilder said in a confer¬ 
ence call Tuesday that he's 
"ready and willing to give 
Tyson Fury the opportu¬ 
nity ASAP." The two heavy¬ 
weights fought to a split- 
decision draw Saturday 
night in Los Angeles in one 
of the bigger heavyweight 
bouts in America in years. 
"I'm ready whenever he's 
ready," Wilder said. "I'm 
ready whenever he's ready 
to do it. I'm ready to give 
the fa ns what they wa nt to 
see and end this talk once 
and foraII." 

Afterward, the British chal¬ 
lenger said the two would 
"100 percent" meet again 
in the ring. Wilder said he 
doesn't want to fight any¬ 
body else before a re¬ 
match. 

"Everyone is talking about 
this fight. It's only right for 
us to go back in and do it 
again," Wilder said. "I don't 
want any other fights to 
happen between him and 
I (meeting again)." 

Wilder (40-0-1) knocked 
Fury (27-0-1) down twice 
late in the fight, including 
once in the final round. He 
wasoutboxed much of the 
way at Staples Center but 


wasstill surprised when Fury 
rose from that 12th-round 
knockdown — and thatthe 
referee did n't end the fight. 
"I saw his eyes roll slowly 
in the back of his head," 
Wilder said. "Many people 
felt that should have been 
waved off. Nine out of 10 
refs would have waved 
that off." 

He indicated the rematch 
might happen as early as 
March orApril. 

Showtime Sports President 
Stephen Espinoza said May 
orj une might be more like¬ 
ly, giving the fighters more 
time to recover. 

In the first meeting, Wilder 
said he let the pressure of 
being in his first pay-per- 
view fight affect him. 

"I wanted to end it on a 
great note," he said. "I 
wanted to end it on a dev¬ 
astating knockout and I 
pressed that. I pressed that 
too much." 

Wilder had lobbied for a 
fight with Anthony J oshua, 
who holds the other three 
championship belts 
He said Joshua and his 
team are "getting what 
they deserve" by being 
sidelined from his two most 
high-profile potential op¬ 
ponents. 

'We had to show the world 
what it looks like for the 
best to fight the best, and 
lookatthe outcome," Wild-

The people confirmed the 
details of the agreement 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity 
Tuesday because nothing 
had been announced by 
the team. 

Corbin's contract would 
include $10 million in de¬ 
ferred money, one of the 
people said. 

Corbin, who has played 
his entire major league 
careerforthe Arizona Dia¬ 
mondbacks, joins a rota¬ 
tion in Washington that al¬ 
ready includes three-time 
Cy Young Award winner 
Max Scherzerand Stephen 
Strasbung. Corbin was an 
NL All-Star selection in 2013 
and this year; Scherzer 
has been picked for each 
of the past six Midsum¬ 
mer Classics; Strasburg has 
made it three times 
The 29-year-old Corbin is 
coming off his best season 
in the majors, going 11-7 
with a 3.15 EFIA while pitch¬ 
ing 200 innings for the sec¬ 
ond time in his career. 

He finished fifth in voting 


for NL Cy Young honors; 
Scherzer was second ashe 
came up just shy of a third 
consecutive prize. 

Corbin wasconsidered the 
top starter available in an 
elite free-agent class and 
became the first player 
among them to sign a big 
money, multiyear deal this 
offseason. 

Still on the market is right 
fielder Bryce Harper, the 
2012 NL Rookie of the Year 
and 2015 NL MVP for the 
Nationals Washington 
made a late-season offer 
to Harper in a bid to keep 
him, but that was not ac¬ 
cepted. 

Corbin recently made the 
rounds of free-agent suit¬ 
ors, including meeting with 
Nationals owner Mark Le- 
merand general manager 
Mike Rizzo. 

The signing of Corbin — 
who had drawn interest 
from the New York Yankees 
and Philadelphia Phillies, 


among other clubs, and 
was expected to draw of¬ 
fers of at least $20 million a 
year — could be a signal 
thatthe Nationalsare mov¬ 
ing on from Harper.

Drinking 
alcohol in moderation can be fun and sociable, 
but; is alcohol healthy? 

A Danish study found that "Wine drinkers had 
significantly lower mortality from both coronary 
heart disease and cancer than did non-wine 
drinkers." Beer and other alcohol drinkers en¬ 
joyed a smaller benefit. 

This is good news for some; drinking with the 
doctor's permission! But wait; if you are not a 
drinker or suffer from liver disease, gastritis, or 
high blood pressure, it'snota good idea to start 
drinking alcohol for the health benefits. How¬ 
ever, if you enjoy an occasional drink and are 
otherwise healthy, go back and read the first 
paragraph. Drinking "in moderation" is the key. 
The benefits are only effective when keeping 
to the recommended levels To work the right 
way, alcohol intake should be spread overthe 
whole week and binge sessions, like at a party 
should be avoided. 

According to the American Heart Association 
(AHA), moderate is defined as 2 drinks a day 
if you're a male 65 and younger, or 1 drink a 
day if you're a female ora male 66and older.

Apart from the obvious effects, during a hang- 
overyou are suffering the effectsofa mild over¬ 
dose of a depressant drug, your nerves are re¬ 
acting and you have also flushed vitaminsand 
nutrients from yoursystem causing a shockthat 
your body is struggling to fix. "This is why hang- 
oversymptomsoften include disorientation and 
"the jitters". 

Alcohol enters cells and is broken down into a 
toxin. Yourliverconvertsthistoxin into ammonia 
and acetic acid, which is non-toxic and can 
be used by your body for energy. By the way, 
the other name for acetic acid is vinegar! In a 
hangover ammonia is metabolized in the brain 
which has only a limited capacity to remove 
the excessammonia coming in. 

Forthose of you really partying to overload who 
include cocaine the news gets worse. Alco¬ 
hol and cocaine form a product in your body 
called cocaethylene. Abusers know that higher 
alcohol concentrations lead to higher blood 
cocaine levels. However, high levels of alcohol 
slow down cocaine metabolism. This slow down 
may explain why users feel an enhanced eu¬ 
phoria when using the drugs in combination.

The best advice 
is to drink alcohol IN MODEFtATlON avoiding 
binge drinking, and take red wine in preference 
to other alcoholic drinks.

Trying to get your first credit 
card can be as frustrating 
as trying to land your first 
job. Employers want expe¬ 
rience, but you can't get 
experience unless some¬ 
one hires you. Similarly, a 
credit card is the quickest 
way to build a good credit 
history, but without a good 
credit history it's hard to get 
a credit card. 

That catch-22 has been 
tripping up applicants 
since the Credit Card Act 
of 2009, which tightened 
lending standards, mak¬ 
ing it especially difficult for 
young people to qualify for 
credit cards on their own. 
That's left would-be appli¬ 
cants with less-than-ideal 
options: Put down a depos¬ 
it fora secured creditcard, 
piggyback on someone 
else's good credit as an 
authorized user, or delay 
credit building entirely. 

This has created an op¬ 
portunity for startup credit 
card companies that look 
beyond credit scores when 
considering applications. 
These companies use alter¬ 
native methods to gauge 
an applicant's risk and offer 


cards that don't require a 
security deposit. 

HOW STARTUPS EVALUATE 
APPLICANTS 

Among them is Deserve, 
which began offering cards 
in 2017. The company has 
three cards: the Deserve 
Classic for people new to 
credit, the Deserve Edu for 
students and the Deserve 
Pro for people with limited 
credit. More startups have 


followed with their own 
cards for people new or 
newer to credit, including 
Peta I a nd Ava ntC a rd. 

These companies have 
their own underwriting 
standards to evaluate ap¬ 
plicants' creditworthiness 
based on factors such as 
income, expenses, assets, 
debts and banking infor¬ 
mation. Depending on the 
company, you may have 


to provide access to your 
bankaccount. 

'The way you use a debit 
card or bank account is 
highly indicative of how 
you will use a credit card," 
saysKalpesh Kapadia, CEO 
and founder of Deserve. 
Cards offered by such 
companies are an alter¬ 
native to secured credit 
cards , which require a 
cash security deposit that's 


refunded when you close 
or upgrade the card. Your 
credit limit on a secured 
card will usually be equal 
to your deposit. The unse¬ 
cured cards from alterna¬ 
tive companies may offer 
credit limits with more give, 
if you can qualify. 

Startup credit card com¬ 
panies are still evolving, so 
you may encounterdifficul- 
ties that you're less likely to 
see with cards from major 
issuers. There may not be 
a mobile app to manage 
your account, for exam¬ 
ple, or you may encounter 
technical issues or delays 
"We are building and im¬ 
proving our product asfast 
as possible and working on 
it every single day,"saysj a- 
son Gross, co-founder and 
CEO of Petal. 

On the other hand, start¬ 
ups a re experimenting with 
features that traditional 
issuers generally don't of¬ 
fer. For example, the Petal 
app and website show the 
interest you'll owe in dollar 
amounts, so you know the 
true cost of not paying your 
bill in full.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Ha. 
(AP) — As M a rs' newest resi- 
dent settles in, Pla net Ea rth 
is working on three more 
landers and at least two 
orb iters to join the scientific 
Martian brigade. 

NASA's InSight spacecraft 
touched down on the 
sweeping, red equatorial 
plains Monday, less than 
400 miles (640 kilometers) 
from Curiosity, the only ov¬ 
erworking roboton Mars. 
That's about the distance 
from San Francisco to Pas¬ 
adena, California, home to 
Mission ControlforMars. 
InSight — the eighth suc¬ 
cessful Martian lander — 
should be wrapping up 
two years of digging and 
quake monitoring by the 
time rovers arrive from the 
U.S., Europe and China. 
NASA's Mars 2020 will hunt 
for rocks that might hold 
evidence of ancient mi¬ 
crobial life and stash them 
in a safe place for return to 
Earth in the early 2030s. It's 
targeting a once-wet river 
delta injezero Crater. 

The Europea n-Russian 
ExoMars also will sniff out 
possible past life, drilling 
a couple yards (meters) 
down fore hemica I fossils A 
spa cec raft that was part of 
an ExoMars mission in 2016 


crash-landed on the red 
planet. 

The Chinese Mars 2020 will 
feature both an orbiterand 
lander. The United Arab 
Emirates, meanwhile, aims 
to send its first spacecraft 
to Mars in 2020; the orb iter 
is named Hope, or Amal in 
Arabic. 

It seems our neighbor Mars 
holds a siren song for Earth¬ 
lings, even as NASA shifts its 
immediate attention back 
to ourmoon. 


Just three days after In- 
Sight's landing, NASA an¬ 
nounced a new commer¬ 
cial lunardelivery program. 
The space agency has 
chosen nine U.S. compa¬ 
nies to compete in getting 
science and technology 
experiments to the lunar 
surface. 

The first launch could be 
next year. 

NASA wants to see how it 
goes before trying some¬ 
thing similar on Mars. 

'The moon is where it's 
at right now relative to 
commercial space," said 
Thomas Zurbuchen, head 
of NASA's science mission 
office, which is leading the 
lunar payload project. 

At the same time, NASA 
is pushing for an orbiting 
outpost near the moon for 
astronauts, at the Trump 
administration's direction. It 
would serve as a stepping- 
off point for moon landings, 
according to NASA Admin¬ 
istrator] im Bridenstine, and 
provide critical experience 
close to home before hu¬ 
mans embark on a two- to 
three-year mission to Mars. 
Bride nstine envisions a trip 
to Mars for astronauts in the 
mid-2030s, admittedly a 
"ve ry a g g ressive" g o a I. 

'The reality is, yes, your na¬ 
tion right now is extremely 
committed to getting to 
Mars," Bride nstine said fol¬ 
lowing InSight'stouchdown, 
"and using the moon as a 


tool to achieve that objec¬ 


tive as fa st as possible." 
Mars is the obvious place 
for "boots on the ground" 
afterthe moon, said ZUrbu- 
chen. 

What makes Mars so com¬ 
pelling — for robotic and, 
eventually, human explo¬ 
ration — is its relatively easy 
access, said Insight's lead 
scientist, Bruce Banerdt of 
NASA's Jet Propulsion Lab¬ 
oratory. One-way travel 
time is six months, every 
two years when the planets 
are closest. Conditions are 
harsh, but relatively hos¬ 
pitable. "Kind of like being 
in Antarctica without the 
snow,"said Banerdt. 

On top of that, Mars may 
be one of the most likely 
places to find life outside 
of Earth, according to Ba¬ 


nerdt. 

J upiter's moon Europa may 
have harbored or even still 
hold life, but it would take 
so much longer and cost 
so much more to get there 
that Banerdt said it's hard 
to imagine achieving such 
a mission anytime soon. 

A life-seeking mission to Eu¬ 
ropa mightcome aboutev- 
ery decade, Banerdt said, 
while it's plausible to have 
robotic sniffers launching to 
M a rs e ve ry two yea rs. Tha t's 
five Mars missions for every 
single one at Europa, he 
noted. 

Mars currently has two 
functioning spacecraft on 
the surface — InSight and 
Curiosity — and six satellites 
in working order from the 
U.S., Europe and India. The 
U.S. is the only country to 
successfully land and oper¬ 
ate a spacecraft on Mars 
Curiosity has been roaming 


the red surface since 2012. 
NASA's much olderOppor- 
tunity roverwasworking un¬ 
til J une when a global dust 
storm disabled it. 

In pursuit of the geological 
but not biological secrets 
deep inside Mars, InSight 
already is providing as¬ 
tounding pictures of a lo¬ 
cation "no human has ever 
seen before," pointed out 
J PL director Michael Wat¬ 
kins. These photos remind 
us that in order to do sci¬ 
ence like this, "we have to 
be bold and we have to be 
explorers"

"Seduction: Sex, Lies, 

and Stardom in Howard 
Hughes's Hollywood" (Cus¬ 
tom House), by Karina 
Longworth 

Hollywood history for the 
#MeToo movement, Karina 
Longworth's 'Seduction" is 
an astute and entertain¬ 
ing takedown of the mov¬ 
ie industry, the press and 
the multimillionaire turned 
wannabe filmmaker How¬ 
ard Hughes. Hardly anyone 
emergesfnom the pagesof 
"Seduction" unblemished 
by selfishness and greed 
once they are touched by 
the movie business and its 
promise of wealth, power 
and fame. 

If that promise was kept, 
it was mainly for the ben¬ 
efit of men even though, as 
Longworth writes, women 
were integral to the rise of 
the movies. Her book re¬ 
counts what happened to 
some of the many, many 
women who fell into the 
orbit of Hughes, for better 
and often forworse. 

Howard Hughes is remem¬ 
bered today, more than 
four decades after his 
death, as a weirdly ec¬ 
centric, incredibly wealthy 
man living in seclusion in 
the penthouse of a Las Ve¬ 
gas hotel. Or as the odd¬ 
ball character Leonardo 
DiCaprio played in 2004's 
'The Aviator." But for many 
years, mainly in the 1930s 
and 1940s, the press pre¬ 
sented Hughes as a hand¬ 
some if shy heir to an oil 
industry fortune, a creative 
maverick behind the cam¬ 
era, or an innovative and 
daring aviator — at times 
all three. The mental illness 
that appeared to gain on 
him as the years went by 
washidden ordownplayed 
as quirkiness. 

The better story for readers 
and listeners in those years 
of economic depression 
and war was how practi¬ 
cally every beautiful young 
actresswason Hughes'aim

sight. Exceptions like 1932's 
gangster classic "Scarface" 
are outweighed by numer¬ 
ous embarrassments on the 
order of 'The Conqueror" 
(1956), which famously 
miscast J ohn Wayne as a 
young Genghis Khan. 

As Longworth makes clear, 
Hughes and so many other 
men in filmmaking used 
their clout to seduce wom¬ 
en who wanted to make 
movies, too. Untold num¬ 
bers of actresses were sold 
the idea that they, too, 
could become stars, an 
unrealistic expectation fos¬ 
tered bythe pressaswellas 
the movie industry. 

Hughes, who sought to 
control every aspect of his 
life, habitually put young 
actresses under personal 
contract with the prom¬ 
ise of a shot at stardom. In 
some cases he promised 
marriage, even propos¬ 
ing to one woman while 
engaged to another and 
nightclubbing with a third. 
Whether they were already 
engaged or even married 
didn't matter. His penchant 
for brunettes — Ava Gard¬ 
ner, Jane Russell, Yvonne 
De Carlo, Linda Darnell, 


Faith Domergue and Jean 
Peters, among others — 
could have stymied a wit¬ 
ness at a police lineup. He 
did manage to find time for 
Jean Harlow, Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe and otherblondes 
Soon enough, the women 
discovered there might 
not be more to a Hughes 
contractthan a paycheck. 
Some never even met 
him. Often, he didn't allow 
a "discovery" to work for 
years. Domergue, for ex¬ 
ample, wasundercontract 
to Hughes for seven years 
and appeared in just two 
films. Escaping him could 
require emotional stamina 
and no small amount of 
courtaction. 

The mind games and sex 
games that permeated 
Hughes' movie career help 
make 'Seduction" an en¬ 
gaging read. But don't let 
that overshadow Long- 
worth's real focus — not 
so much Hughes but what 
it was like to be a woman 
in Hollywood back then. 
The women were pretty, 
the times were not. And 
whether that much has 
changed for them remains

NEW YORK (AP) — Mighty 
Mouse has come to save 
the Met. 

Yannick Nezet-Seguin con¬ 
ducts his first performance 
asjustthe third music direc¬ 
tor in the Metropolitan Op¬ 
era's 135-year-old history 
when he mounts the podi¬ 
um of the financially chal¬ 
lenged company Tuesday 
night in a new production 
of Verdi's "La Traviata" by 
Tony Award-winning direc- 
torMichael Mayer. 

Some in the Met orchestra 
have taken to calling the 
5-foot-6-inch Montreal na¬ 
tive by the affectionate an¬ 
thropomorphic nickname 
first bestowed by mezzo- 
soprano J oyce DiDonato. 
"Ithasto do with the incred¬ 
ible amount of energy and 
super-heroic disposition, 
wrapped in a more com¬ 
pact package," she said in 
an email. 

Rafael Kubelik lasted just 
six performances as the 
Met's first music director in 
1973, quitting after clashes 
overcasting. J ames Levine 
started a 40-year reign in 
1976 that lasted more than 
2,300 performances; he 
was pushed out two years 
ago following a decade of 
declining health and fired 
from his emeritus role last 
March after allegations of 
sexual misconduct the Met 
found to be credible. 

Ihe Met said in June 2016 
that Nezet-Seguin would 
become music director for 
the 2020-21 season, then 
moved up the timetable 
last February. 

'There's a boyish enthusi¬ 
asm about him that's very 
sincere, and I think that that 
brings something different 
to the table," said Sylvia 
Danburg Volpe, associate 
principal second violin. 
Nezet-Seguin, 43, rep¬ 
resents a generational 
change from the 75-year- 
old Levine, a dynamo in 
his prime but confined to 
conducting from a motor¬ 
ized chair since 2013 due 
to back injuries, his left arm 
impaired by Parkinson's dis¬ 
ease. 

Clarinetist Jessica Phillips, 
chair of the Met's orchestra 
committee, felt "in the last 
10 years we were left sort 


of rudderless" and "it was 
just kind of a slow, steady 
decline." She encouraged 
Nezet-Seguin to move up 
the start of his tenure. 

A drawing of him by Em¬ 
ma nuelle Ayrton was com¬ 
missioned by the orchestra, 
which along with Met gen¬ 
eral manager Peter Gelb 
toasted Nezet-Seguin with 
Champagne after a mati¬ 
nee of Wagner's "Parsifal" 
last winter. 

"My impression is that there 
isa general state of eupho¬ 
ria around the house,"Gelb 
said. 

Because of his relative 
youth, Nezet-Seguin is mo re 
approachable and musi- 
ciansare more relaxed. 
'Jimmy was awe-inspiring 
and then like kind of terror- 
inspiring," Phillips said. "Not 
that he was a dictator, 
but if you hadn't worked 
with him for a long period 
of time, you would be ter¬ 
rified. He would just work 
and work and work, and 
either you grew or you be¬ 
came very worried about 
everything that you were 
doing because he would 
nitpick so much. I think 
Jimmy would only nitpick 
with the people he thought 
could grow from it." 
Nezet-Seguin has been 
music director of the Or¬ 
chestra Metropolitan in 
M o ntrea I sine e 2000 a nd of 


the Philadelphia Orchestra 
since the 2012-13 season. 
He was chief conductor of 
the Rotterdam Philharmon¬ 
ic from 2008-09 through last 
season. 

He becomes Met music 
director at a time when 
ticket sales have stabilized 
at about 75 percent of ca¬ 
pacity and 67 percent of 
available boxoffice. Levine 
focused on Verdi, Wagner, 
Mozart and Strauss but 
broadened the repertory. 
Nezet-Seguin wants to wid¬ 
en it even more, increas¬ 
ing baroque operas in the 
4,000-capacity house. 

"I feel that the orchestra is 
confused, not only the or¬ 
chestra, the house is con¬ 
fused at how to behave 
with the size of the audi¬ 
torium," he said. "I hear a 
bit too much about, oh it's 
big here, therefore this and 
that and that. I understand 
the box office and the 
seats issue. That is easy. But 
acoustically I always found 
that here the size of voices, 
the volume of the voice, is 
not what reacts the best. 
What reactsbest isactually 
the right resonance of the 
voice." 

The Met hopes to pres¬ 
ent some stagings outside 
its home, subject to union 
agreements, including 
Missy Mazzoli's "Breaking 
the Waves" at the Brooklyn 


Academy of Music in 2020. 
While Levine's interactions 
with students were con¬ 
centrated to those on an 
elite track, Nezet-Seguin 
is opening the house to 
school groups. A class from 
Queens attended a 'Tra¬ 
viata" orchestra rehearsal, 
and he answered ques¬ 
tions after. A post-opera 
meet-and-greet is planned 
for the house's new south 
entrance space after the 
second 'Traviata" perfor¬ 
mance on Dec. 7. 

His musical impact already 
has been significant. 

"It's the first time that we 
had a conductor be able 
to tell the director what to 
do," Phillips said. "It's been 
the other way around fora 
very long time." 
Nezet-Seguin is an urbanite 
without a driver's license, 
muscular and with a tattoo 
of a turtle holding a baton 
on his right shoulder. He has 
one assistant, Ben Spa Iter, 
plus his agency, Askonas 
Holt in London. Claudine 
Nezet, his mom, takes 
care to get his clothes and 
scores to the right city. 
His husband, Orchestre 
Metropolitain violist Pierre 
Tourville, tends to cats Ro¬ 
dolfo, Melisande and Rafa 
(named after Nadal) at 
home in Montreal but in¬ 
tends to move to the new 
two-bedroom apartment 


— a 6-minute walk from 
the Met— catsPelleasand 
Parsifal have passed on. 

He got the orchestra's at¬ 
tention this fall when he 
mandated new parts for 
'Traviata" to replace ones 
that some players had 
marked up dating to the 
performances conducted 
by Carlos Kleiber in 1989. 
While Nezet-Seguin made 
his Met debut on New 
Year's Eve nine years ago 
in Bizet's'Carmen,"the rela¬ 
tionship changed with the 
shift from guest conductor 
to music director. 
'Whenever somebody vis¬ 
its, they kind of treat you 
more like they've got you 
out on the first date. Now 
we're moving in together," 
Danburg Volpe said. "I can 
tell from what he says that 
he spent a lot of time in the 
house listening to us in oth¬ 
er performances. And so 
he's kind of crafted a very 
specific version of how he 
wantsthingsto read in the 
house. And so, yes, I think 
he wants us being richer. 
He does ask for vibrato a 
lot. He does want things a 
little bit longer." 
Nezet-Seguin's plans in¬ 
clude the first Met perfor- 
mancesin French ofVerdi's 
"Don Carlos" in three years 
and "Les vepres siciliennes 
(The Sicilian Vespers)" in 
the Stefan Herheim stag¬ 
ing from Covent Garden. 
He will conduct the Met 
premiere of Jake Heggie's 
"Dead Man Walking with 
DiDonato in 2020-21, when 
he likely will lead six pro¬ 
ductions 

"I think he will bring with him 
his incredible enthusiasm 
and exuberance, wrapped 
in a huge desire to lift every 
performance to its utmost 
potential," DiDonato said. 
"He has a wonderful way 
of getting the artists a round 
him to contribute and to 
participate in a way where 
a II of us ha ve a sta ke in the 
quality of what we are giv¬ 
ing the audience. I also 
sense in him a total devo¬ 
tion to the craft — there is 
no ego to wade through, 
no self-serving agenda. This 
will win the hearts of the 
musicians, the patrons and 
the public.'□

To protect the environ¬ 
ment, many couples are 
saying "I do" to Zfero-Waste 
weddings, focusing on sus¬ 
tainability for everything 
from floral design and 
dresses to invitations and 
food. 

The goal is to recycle, re¬ 
use, compost and other¬ 
wise keep anything from 
becoming trash in a land¬ 
fill. Whether or not couples 
succeed in reaching the 
Zero-Waste goal, 'they're 
certainly more conscious 
of the ecological impact 
of what they do, and are 
aiming for something as 
close to that as possible," 
says Rachel Sylvester, life¬ 
style editor at Real Simple 
magazine. 

The key to success, experts 
say, is letting wedding plan¬ 
ners, vendors and your re¬ 
ception venue know from 
the start that you're serious 
about going Zero Waste. 
Then be flexible enough to 
facilitate that. 

"Flexibility and creativ¬ 
ity are essential," Sylvester 
says 

Bea Johnson, one of the 
pioneersof the Zfero-Waste 
movement, says, 'You'd 
be amazed at what you 


can find second-hand if 
you're open-minded and 
really look around." Her 
Zero Waste Home blog 
features a "bulk finder" tab 
that helps locate business¬ 
es selling food, drinks and 
other items free of plastic 
packaging. 

Focusing on quality instead 
of quantity also helps, 
Johnson says: 'The smaller 
the party, the easier it is to 


make it truly ^ro Waste." 
Her own Zero-Waste wed¬ 
ding was on a yacht, so 
space constraints limited 
the guest list to 40. 

Kathryn Kellogg, who 
wrote extensively about 
her Zfero-Waste wedding 
on her Going Zfero Waste 
blog, hosted a reception 
for 60 people on a shoe¬ 
string budget of $200 for 
everything. She bought 
bed sheets from a thrift 
shop to use as tablecloths, 
and borrowed dishes, 
tables and seating from 
friend sand family. 

'We were on a tight bud¬ 
get, so we were married 
at city hall with our closest 
family there, had a sepa¬ 
rate reception forabout60 
people, and decided to 
save mostofourmoneyfor 
a really great honeymoon 
in Maine,"she says. 
"Honestly, the hardest part 
was convincing our fami¬ 
lies to go along with it all. 
My biggest tip is not to 
stress things, and to bal¬ 
ance expectations with 
reality. Ours may not have 
been the perfect Pinterest 
wedding, but that didn't 
make it less fun or mean¬ 
ingful."

Choose cloth napkins, 
and authentic tableware, 
glassware and plates, rath- 
erthan disposables.
